1. Scope — Dimensional and other requirements of calf band for orthopaedic calipers and braces. 

2. Shape and Dimensions — As shown in Fig. I.

3. Material — Mild steel sheet, cold-rolled. 

4. Workmanship and Finisii— The band shall be accurately cut to size shown in Fig. t. It shall be 
reasonably flat and the surfaces shall be free from defects. The cut edges shall be rounded by grinding 
or filing The final bending of the band shall be done to suit the requirements of the individual at the time 
of fitting the brace. 

5. Marking— Each band shall be marked with the following: 

a) Manufacturer's name, Initials or recognized trade-mark; and 

b) Size of the band.
